Four enclosures did not contain shelters large enough for each dog to 
sit, stand, or lie down; and two enclosures did not provide protection from the 
direct sunlight.

You failed to equip outdoor facilities with shelter structures that were large 
enough to allow each animal to sit, stand, or lie down in a normal manner. One 
enclosure contained a shelter which was not large enough to allow a dog to 
stand. 

Date of Violation: January 14, 2010 

9 C.F.R. § 3.4(b)(3) Shelter from the elements. 

You failed to equip all shelters in the outdoor facilities with a wind break and 
rain break at the entrance. A shelter containing 1 dog did not have a wind break.
